Although in sympathy with the humanitarian purpose 


of your telegram I decline to join in such a petition. 
Until our Government gives an assurance to the Filipinos 
similar to that given to the Cubans.viz : that our purpose is 
to restore order and ultimately to establish a stable govern- 
ment founded on the consent of the governed, our moral 
position is not such as to warrant us in calling a sister 
power to task for aggression.

INTERVIEW WITH MR. NEWLANDS. 


In explanation of his telegram Mr. Newlands said to a JOURNAL 


reporter that the War Resolutions passed by Congress just before the 
Cuban war was iuaguarated, declared that our purpose was not con- 
quest, but simply tbe organization of a stable government in Cuba, 
based upon the consent of the governed; that this declaration ought to 
have been applied to the Philippines and, had it been, war with the 
Filipinos would probably have been averted; that good faith required 
that this declaration should yet be made; that such a declaration Would 
not involve the immediate withdrawal of our troops; that our duty 
was to restore order and establish a stable government, however long 
that might take, but that assurance should be given of our ultimate 
purpos^of giving the Filipinos self government—that commercial ex- 
pansion would then be secured without territorial expansion and all 
the benefits of increased trade would be gained without the abandon- 
ment of our theory of government and the high ideals, which thus far 
had animated our international action and made our country a power 
n the advancement of free government throughout the world.
